NOTE: The proposed language "said gusset having a top, wherein said first interlockable profile is higher than the top 
of the gusset, and said second interlockabke file is higher than the top of the gusset" raise a new issue that would require more than 
nominal consideration. The proposed language "a folded gusset extending unbroken between said side walls" raise a new issue that 
would require more than nominal consideration and raises the issue of new matter, since it isn't clear from applicant's original written 
specification and drawings that applicant ever intended to preclude a "broken folded gusset".
